—And if we conſult that Hiſtory of Hiſtories, that 
too much neglected Book (as Sir Richard Steel ex- 
preſſes nme emphatically call'd the Scriptares, 
we may always remark that thoſe heroic Worthies, 
who by Faith ſubduedKingdoms,and put to Flight, 
the Armies of the Aliens, were Men of Prayer as 
well as Men of Valour..— And if our Reſearches 
deſcend forwards down to our own Annals, we 
ſhall ſoon be ſatisfied, that the Britiſb Arms were 
never. more formidable, than when 'our Soldiers 
went forth in the Strength of the Lord, and with 
a Bible in the one Hand, and a Sword in the o- 
ther, chearfully fought under his Banner, Who hath 
condeſcended to ſtile himſelf a Man of War. 4 
Such an 5 as this, methinks, may 
ſufficiently juſtify the Lawfulneſs of bearing 
Arms, and drawing the Sword in Defence of our 
civil and religious Libere or if God him- 
ſelf is pleaſed to ſtile himſelf a Man of War, ſurely 
in a juſt aud righteous Cauſe (ſuch as the "Britiſh 
War at prefent is) we may as lawfully draw our 
Swords, in order to defend ourſelves againſt our

common. and public Enemy, as a civil Magiſtrate 
may fit on a Bench, and condemn a, public Robber 
to Death. Our Excellent Reformers; ſenſible - of 

this, in the thirty- ſecond Article of dur Church, 
after having declared that the Laws of the 
«. Realm may puniſh Chriſtian Men with Death 
00 for heinous Offences; immediately ſubjoins, 
<& that it is lawful for Chriſtian Men, at the Com- 
* mandment of the Magiſtrate, to wear Weapons 
<* and ſerve in Wars. — And therefore, what 
Biſhop Seunderſon ſays of Study, may be likewiſe ; 
ſaid of Fighting: Fighting withour, Prayer, is 
1 Atheiſm, and Prayer without Fighting is Pre- 
ſumption. And I would be the more particu- 
lar on this Pointz becauſe through a fatal Scrupuloſi- 
ty againſt bearing Arms, even in a deſenſive War, 
his Majeſty hath been, and is not yet out of Dan- 
ger of loſing that large, extenſive, and that lately 
moſt flouriſhing Province of Pennſ loania, the very 
Centre and Garden of all North-America.—But 
whilſt I ſee ſuch very ſcrupulous Perſons. graſping 
at every Degree of worldly. Power, and by all the 
Arts of worldly Policy, labouring, to menopolize 
and, retain in their own Hands all Parts both of the 
legiſlative and executive Branches of Civil Govern- 
ment; to ſpeak in the mildeſt Terms, we may 
honeſtly. affirm, that they certainly act a moſt incon- 
ſiſtent, and if not prevented here at Home, to Thou- 
ſands of their Neighbours, 1 fear a fatal Part. For, 
lay what we will to the contrary, if we ſearch to 
the Bottom of Things, we may ſoon be convinced, 
that Civil Magiſtracy and defenſive War muſt ſtand 
or fall together. Both are built upon the ſame 
Baſis; and there cannot be ſo much as one ſingle
